Campo  and  April  14  in  Lamar. 

Kimmi  Lewis  discussed  the  contest  of  the  lynx  issue.  She  also  stgted 
there  would  be  a meeting  on  March  18th  at  7p.m.  at  the  Cow  Palace 
about  the  declining  deer  numbers.
